WASHINGTON. Dec. 9 (A P ) — The Supreme Co urt 
granted the Go v ernment’s plea fo r a speedy ruling in the co al 
case to day and agreed to decide ano ther questio n o f v ital in­ 
terest to J o hn L. Lewis to o — the unio nizatio n o f fo remen. 
The court approved the Govern­ 
m en t’s motion to by pass the Circuit 
Court of Appeals and “authorita­ 
tively settle” the legality of Fede­ 
ral Judge T. Alan Goldsborough’s 
restraining? order against Lewis “in 
view of the 
public 
interest 
in ­ 
volved,” even though the strike was 
over and most of the miners return ­ 
ed to work during the day . 
It set the case for argum ent Jan . 
14. 
Its decision could come any 
Monday after then and it probably 
will be delivered well ahead of the 
April 1 deadline Lewis mentioned 
for a possible new walkout in order­ 
ing the 400.000 miners back to work 
Saturday to end a 17-day strike. 
The matter o f unio nizing fo re­ 
men has been a stumbling blo ck 
to nego tiatio n o f a co ntract be­ 
tween Lewis and the priv ate 
mine o wners which wo uld per­ 
mit the Go v ernment to relin­ 
quish co ntro l o f the pits. The 
o perato rs hav e been determined 
to await a Supreme co urt rul­ 
ing befo re y ielding o n this po int. 
Under his contract with the 
Government, however, Lewis has 
been organizing mine foremen in 
a branch of District 50. of the 
United Mine Workers. 
The Gov­ 
ern m en t con tract provides that, the 
procedures and rulings of the Na­ 
tional Labor Relations board shall 
be followed in the m atter. 
The Supreme court agreed to re­ 
view a case involving the organiza­ 
tion of foremen in a separate union 
of their own at the Packard Motor 
company cf Detroit. 
Another case 
headed for the Supreme court in ­ 
volves the organization of foremen 
in a union of ran k-an d-file prodttc- 
tion 
wo rkers, specifically 
Lewis’ 
unio n, at the J o nes and Laughlin 
steel co mpany . 
The NLRB ruled in the Packard 
case th at foremen are covered by 
the W agner act and have a right to 
join unions and bargain collectively . 
This was upheld by tne Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Cincinnati. 
Through an error, the Supreme 
court at first announced a refusal to 
hear the appeal. This would have 
had the effect of upholding the 
lower court and the NLRB. But later 
the high court announced a mistake 
had been made and th at its decision 
was to consider the appeal. 
No opinions were delivered on the 
motions th at the court consider the 
appeals 6 f Justice Goldsborough’s 
order and the foremen’s case. 
The 
Supreme court, following its cus­ 
tom, merely announced that they 
were granted.

All Miners Expected 


At Work Tom orrow ; 


Unemployment Sliced 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 9 (/P)—Black 
rivers of coal flowed again toward 
the n ation ’s fuel-starved furnaces 
today as more than two-thirds of 
the 400.000 AFL bituminous miners 
return ed to work upon end of their 
17-day strike. 
District officials of the United 
Mine W orkers predicted the rest of 
the m iners would be back as soon 
as they receive and act upon formal 
retum -to-w ork 
notices 
from 
the 
union headquarters at W ashington. 
The union ex pected full production, 
which is noramlly 2.200,000 tons 
daily , would be achieved by Wed­ 
nesday . 
At Washingto n, the S o l i d 
Fuels administratio n estimated 
to day ’s o utput at 1,5 00,000 to ns, 
abo ut 68 percent o f no rmal. 
Business 
immediately 
began 
shaking off the throttlin g effects of 
the shutdown which had idled 3C0,- 
000 in coal-dependent industries and 
threaten ed to pat a total of several 
million out of work in a few more 
weeks. 
Railroads summoned back thou­ 
sands of workers laid off due to 
Government - ordered reductions 
in 
freight and passenger service. 
Big 
steel companies o rdered back wo rk­ 
ers wholesale and started resto ring 
open hearths and blast furnaces. 
The gradual return to normalcy 
began all the way down the line, 
even 
to housewives worried over 
heating their homes in cold weather

Tugboats

righting the stricken former G er­ 
man liner Europa today after a 
storm of record fury ripped the one­ 
time queen 
of the 
tran satlan tic 
fleet from her mooring and deposit­ 
ed her on a harbor m udbank with 
a gaping hole in her bottom. 
Maritime 
autho rities 
ho ped 
to 
sav e the 
49 ,7 49 -to n 
liner, 
which o nce held the blue ribbo n 
fo r the fastest cro ssing o f the 
Atlantic, 
altho ugh 
her lo wer 
decks were awash at high tide 
and she was being po unded re­ 
lentlessly by the wav es. 
The ship, taken over by the 
French as War reparations, and re­ 
named the Liberte, had been un der­ 
going refitting for the North At­ 
lantic lux ury trade. 
So im portan t was the vessel to the 
French shipping economy th at Jules 
Moch, French minister of public 
works and tran sport, made a per­ 
sonal visit to this harbor, at the 
mouth of the Seine river, to assess 
the damages. 
“I hope, but I am not certain, 
th at the ship can be saved,” he 
said after returning to Paris.

German Peace Terms 


Will Be Topmost Topic 


At March 10 Session

NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (A P ) 
— The

Ministers co uncil decided to ­ 
night that its nex t meeting — 


on a German peace settlement 
—should begin 
in Moscow M arch 
10. after Soviet Foreign Minister 
Molotov assured Secretary of State 
By rnes th at the conference could 
be fully reported to the world. 
In accepting Molotov’s invitation 
to meet in the Russian capital, 
By rnes made clear, according to per­ 
sons in ton ight’s council session, 
that he still had no in ten tion of 
going to Europe for an other round 
of peacemaking unless he is con­ 
vinced th at real progress can be 
made on a German settlement. 
By rnes and British Foreign Sec­ 
retary Ernest Bevin urged Molotov 
to agree here in New York to the 
appointm ent of deputy fore ip m in ­ 
isters who could hold hearings for 
smaller European and other n a ­ 
tions an d get their ideas on the 
fate of Germany prior to the Mos­ 
cow meeting. 
Indicating the po ssibility o f a 
break in his resistance to this 
pro cedure, Mo lo to v said he wo uld 
co nsider fully * the desirability 
o f appo inting deputies to wo rk 
o n bo th German and Austrian 
settlements befo re the New Yo rk 
meeting ends iate this week. 
Molotov and By rnes m et for an 
hour prior to ton ight’s full council 
gathering. It was learned they chief­ 
ly talked over m atters pending 
be­ 
fore the United Nations, presum ­ 
ably including the troop report and 
disarm anent issues. 
It was in that priv ate discussio n 
also that the questio n o f ho lding 
the nex t meeting in Mo sco w came 
up, and By rnes raised the issue o f 
news co v erage fo r it. 
By rnes Is reported to have to ld 
Molotov th at when the foreign m in ­ 
isters m et in Moscow the past De­ 
cember he felt th at the world was 
not well informed about the work 
there because of restrictions thrown 
around the meeting. 
When the m atter came up in the 
council a short time later, Molotov 
said the Soviet government would 
be glad to see friends of the United 
States and Britain in Moscow. 
In spite o f the difficult ho us­ 
ing co nditio ns in Mo sco w, he 
said, ev ery thing will be do ne 
to pro v ide fo r newsmen, as well 
as to create co nditio ns fav o r­ 
able to their news activ ities. 
Correspondents, he added, will 
be able to report from Moscow just 
as from Paris and New York the 
proceedings of the conference. 
American 
officials 
interpreted 
this as meaning th at the work of 
reporters in Moscow would be con­ 
ducted without censorship or other 
restrictions. 
The problems remaining for the

March 15 isn ’t very far away . 
Some Pottstonians were awakened 
rudely to that fact y esterday m orn­ 
ing shortly after the first mail was 
delivered. There it was, large as 
life, the bulky white envelope from 
Uncle Sam that spelled “headache” 
—the 1947 income tax form. 
Lam ar Missimer, in tern al revenue 
agent, said the early delivery of 
the forms this y ear was made to 
avoid the Christmas mail rush. 
The fo rms were sent o ut early 
because farmers must file their 
returns by J an. 15 . This is the 
deadline, to o , fo r tho se indiv id­ 
uals and businesses who wish to 
file an estimated return fo r the 
y ear. 
If y ou filed an estim ated return 
last y ear, and later found it to be 


incorrect, y ou must file an amended 
return before y our last quarterly 
pay ment is due. Normally this would 
be Dec. 15, but an additional m on th 
has been granted this y ear, so the 
amended return must 
be filed be­ 
fore Jan . 15. 
The average tax pay er will notice 
several changes this y ear. Surtax es, 
especially those covering the lower 
income brackets, have been reduced 
from two to three percent. 
There are differences in depend­ 
ency allowances too. Last y ear a 
wage earner was allowed a single 
dependency against his norm al taw 
and his others were allowed against 
his surtax . This y ear, dependencies 
are allowed against both the normal 
and the surtax . This means that If

Mrs. Miriam Green Slain 
In Bedro o m o f Apartment 


Strangled to death with a strip of cloth from a woman s dress, the body of Mrs. 
Miriam Green, attractive 27-y ear-old divorcee, was found on the blood-spotted bed 
of her first-floor apartment at 358 Chestnut street early y esterday afternoon. 
Confronted with one of the most brutal murders in history here, Pottstown police 
and Montgomery county authorities immediately started an intensive investigation 
which last night had bro ught at least fo ur perso ns under questio ning. 
Sho rtly after midnight, Chief o f Po lice J ames A. Laughead anno unced that Geo rge 
W. Green, 6 12 No rth Price street, 35 -y ear-o ld ex -husband o f the v ictim, and an Army 
v eteran, and Gerald Wentzel, Kenilwo rth, were being held in the bo ro ugh jail fo r fur­ 
ther questio ning. 
Wentzel’s picture was fo und in the wallet o f Mrs. Green in her apartment, 
f he dark-haired y o ung v ictim, an auto psy disclo sed, had 
been dead at least 24 ho urs when her bo dy was disco v ered by 
Mrs. J o hn Ho ffman, 35 8 Chestnut street. 
Mrs, Ho ffman said 
she lo o ked into the o pen do o r o f the do wnstairs apartment 
abo ut 1 :30 p.m. and saw Mrs. Green s bo dy o n the bed. 
A call to William E. Bo alto n, o wner o f the small but 
mo dern stucco apartment building, bro ught Geo rge W. Ren- 
ninger, 334 Chestnut street, to the scene to inv estigate. 
He fo und the*bo dy ly ing o n the bed in a no rmal sleeping 
po sitio n. 
The v ictim was dressed o nly in a camel’s hair co at 
and blue so cks. 
She wo re no under clo thing. 
Blo o d stream­ 
ed fro m her mo uth and no se, the effects o f strangulatio n. 
Mr*. Ho ffman said that o ther neighbo rho o d resi­ 
dents had prev io usly no ticed the o pen do o r to the Green 
apartment, but had n o t inv estigated. 
Neighbo rs said 
that tljey knew Mrs. Green o nly casually , that they were 
no t acquainted with her habits o r any o f her friends. 
Renninger summo ned po lice and Chief Laughead and 
Patro lman Haro ld E. Hahn arriv ed at the scene in a patro l 
car. 
Mrs. Ho ffman to ld po lice that members o f her family 
had go ne to bed at 12:15 a.m. the prev io us night and had 
heard no thing to attract their attentio n belo w. 
Later, abo ut 
3 a.m., she said she awakened to o pen windo ws, hav ing felt 
the effects o f ex cessiv e heat. 
The Ho ffman apartment had beco me o v erheated, po lice 
theo rized, when co ld air flo o ded thro ugh the o pen fro nt do o r 
into the Green apartment. 
Since the building’s heat is co n- 
tro led by a thermo stat in the lo wer apartment, the co ld air 
had fo rced the heating sy stem into almo st co ntinuo us o per­ 
atio n. 
Po lice said there were no indicatio ns that Mrs. Green 
had put up a struggle fo r her life. 
The bed clo thing, a l­ 
tho ugh spo tted with Wo o d, was no t unduly disturbed and 
a purse o f the v ictim was o n a dresser, to gether with a

B ood stains were found on the 
floor of the living room and bath 
room. 
A grill had been removed from 
a bedroom window on the east side 
of the apartm en t and police believed 
that en trance to the apartm en t was 
made through this window.

m urderer was thought to have made 
his ex it through the door which 
had been left open. 
Police 
called 
Dr. 
William 
L. 
Franck, who ordered the body re­ 
moved to Homeopathic hospital in 
a Good Will ambulance. The woman 
had died some time earlier, how-- 
ever, an autopsy later revealed. 
The cloth which was used to gar- 
rot Mrs. Green to death was at first 
believed 
to 
have been 
a 
scarf. 
Later, however, it was identified as 
a strip apparently torn from a wo­ 
m an's dress. 
Authorities were un ­ 
able to find the dress from which 
the strip t\ad been tom . 
District Atto rney Frederick B. 
Smillie, No rristo wn, was called 
bv Po ttsto wn po lice and he to o k 
charge o f the inv estigatio n. He * 
was assisted by Co unty . Detec­ 
tiv es J ames V. Gleaso n, Albert 
Murphy and Harry Rankin.

Pravda Claims London 


Wants Kurt Schumacher 


To Lead German Nation

Com munist party newspaper Pravda 
accused 
“reactionary 
forces*’ 
in 
B ritain today of a t t e m p t i n g to 
groom a new fuehrer as a succes­ 
sor to Adolf Hitler, on the eve of 
international discussions on Ger­ 
m any’s future. 
The newspaper said K urt Schu­ 
m acher, Social 
Democratic party 
leader in G erm an’s western zones, 
had been singled out as the new 
fuehrer, and that he was now being 
received in London 
as a “victor 
and a conq ueror.” 
It added tha t 
the British Labor government it­ 
self had greeted him as a “dear 
guest.” 
(Schumacher, who is in England 
as a guest of the British Labor 
party, said the allegation that he 
had ambiitons to become a fuehrer 
“is so far beside the point tha t it 
is difficult to regard it seriously.” 
“ I hav e a feeling that in cer­ 
tain quarters in Mo sco w I wo uld 
* 
be fo rgiv en fo r being a fuehrer, 
but nev er fo r being a Demo crat,” 
he to ld a repo rter. 
<Schm acher denied that he was 
a tool of the democracies, and said 
tha t 
“anyone 
who 
might 
have 
heard w hat was said at some of 
the conferences here would have 
come very q uick ly to a conclusion 
tha t I haven’t been acting lik e a 
tool.” 
(The German leader said tha t 
he was elected chairm an of the 
Social Democrats by a Democratic 
process and that he could be out- 
ed by the same means. 
He said 
he planned to return to Germany 
tomorrow.) 
The accusations were contained in 
an article written by David Za­ 
slavsk y, a Soviet political commen­ 
tator, who said that reactionaries 
were rallying to Schumacher “in or­ 
der to undermine at the foundation 
the birth of a new German de­ 
mocracy.” 
“We see a new fuehrer for Ger­ 
m any being made,” the article said. 
“He is being created on the eve of 
International discussion of fhe Ger­ 
m an problem. This fuehrer is being 
modeled immediately after the con­ 
clusion of an agreement on economic 
unity of the British and American 
occupation zones.” 
Zaslavsk y accused Schumacher of 
heading the persecution of Com­ 
m unists in the western zones, and 
said he used the “most disgraceful 
methods of Goebbels.” 
The article also charged that B rit­ 
ain and the United States had con­ 
ducted *’over-the-shoulder” denazi­ 
fication in Germany, said that G er­ 
m any had not g o tten rid of Fascism 
and that the Pq tsdam decisions were 
not being carried out. 
Another Pravda article, headlined 
‘‘Our Ocean,” referred to recent 
statem ents in Tok yo by U.S. Reps. 
Ed. V. Izac (D-Calif> and C. W. 
Bishop (R-Hl) that strategic Pacific 
islands m ight as well 
be called 
"United States islands.”

United States and Britain officially 
owned up today to discussing arms 
standardization 
informally.

S tate departm ent denied that this 
means an m ilitary alliance “against 
anybody.” 
Here 
and in London, officials 
of the two governments* said “in­ 
form al exchanges of reviews” on 
peacetime standardization have been 
going on. But Lincoln White, State 
departm ent press officer, em pha­ 
sized : 
“ Despite all assertio ns to the 
co ntrary , there Is no po litical,

alliance 
with

Britain aimed at any bo dy .’* 
B ritish Communists have cited 
the standardization program as evi­ 
dence of an Anglo-American al­ 
liance. 
W hile said Canada also has been 
a party to the talk s. How far these 
have gone it not clear.

Morrison told the British House of 
Commons no decision had

reached on continuing wartime ef­ 
forts look ing toward an interchange 
of weapons.

beth.” 
Most of the speculation—and it 
rivaled next S a t u r d a y ’s soccer 
matches as a topic of conversation 
stemmed from columns of news­ 
paper space devoted to Prince Philip 
after an official announcement the 
past week that his application for 
British 
citizenship was 
receiving 
priority. 
The bobby-sox brigade, at least, 
swung solidly into the pro-marriage 
camp, and installed the blond prince 
as a public idol rank ing with such 
heart-throbs as actors James Mason 
and Lawrence Oliver.

Discarded Cigaref 
Believed Cause of 
Atlanta Hotel Fire 
ATLANTA, Dec. 9 (fP)—An inq uiry 
beat with full force today on the 
fire-scarred third floor of the W ine- 
coff hotel where, investigators the­ 
orized, a carelessly - thrown cigaret 
fell on or near a stored mattress 
and set off a conflagration that 
snuffed out 120 lives. 
The traffic death and injury toll 
in the nation’s worst disaster of its 
k ind, meanwhile, shock ed this city 
—and many others—into intensive 
re-appraisal of fire safety measures. 
Three top probers agieed that the 
deadly blaze in the early hours 
of the past Saturday started in the 
third floor hallway of the 33-year- 
old, 15-story, masonry and 
steel 
building. 
Fire Chief C. C. Styron 
and Fire Marshal Harry Philips said 
they had traced the starting point 
to a charred folding bed and m at­ 
tress in the hallway. 
Engineer A. C. Hutson, of the Na­ 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters, 
concurred 
and 
further 
suggested 
that the flames must have smoul­ 
dered several minutes before flash­ 
ing with deadly effect up the open 
stairwell to upper floors. 
The three said they co uld no t 
acco unt fo r the fire’s o utbreak 
unless po ssibly so meo ne dro pped 
a lighted cigaret o n the hall car­ 
pet near the matteress o r o n the 
mattress itself. 
Inform ed of this report, Mayor 
William B. Hartsfield immediately 
ordered tha t nothing on the floor 
be 
disturbed 
until 
every 
ember 
was sifted for possible bits of evi­ 
dence. At the same time, fire de­ 
partm ent 
investigators, 
aided 
by 
city detectives, sought out all who 
escaped from the floor for What 
inform ation they could give. 
Death in the fire of a t least 28 
Star High school boys and girls 
drove home the stark tragedy to 
every corner of the state. 
They 
were members of a group of 48 
chosen for scholastic brilliance to 
attend a YMCA youth assembly and 
perished in the flames. 
Hutson, 
who 
has 
investigated 
many of the nation’s worst hotel 
fires, said open stairwells in the 
Winecoff and the construction of 
doors to guest roams contributed 
to the heavy toll in life.

ORE persons arc killed by accidents during 
December than in any other month of 
the y ear. 
The excitement and rush of the Christ­ 
mas celebration is largely responsible for the 
increased accident rate, both in homes and 
on the highway s.

Cross streets on the green light and

Vets to Build Town 
EN and machines, early this month, were 
carving streets out of the good rich earth 
tha t has produced bountiful crops for genera­ 
tions of Bucks county farmers. 
Building lots, 
206 of them, will sell for $400 to $800— 
cheaper by 10 percent than similar lots in­ 
side town. 
This is because veterans of Doy lestown, 
Fa., like every body else, had burned while the 
Government fiddled with the housing pro­ 
gram, 
But Doy lestown Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, fed up with unproductive griping and 
talking, had swung into action. 
Col. George Van Orden, who fought with 
the Marines in the Spanish-American War 
and World W ar I, was the sparkplug. 
Given 
the job of selecting a site for a new home 
for Post 175, Van Orden picked out part of 
an old farm on the town’s outskirts. 
Then 
lie got the idea of buy ing the whole 104-acre 
tract for a veterans’ town. 
Post members jumped at the scheme, put 
up $25,000 in cash, chartered the Veterans 
Land Improvement company , and set aside 
7500 shares of preferred stock to sell at $10 
a share. 
They hired an architect and a 
landscape 
expert, 
who 
immediately 
began 
blueprinting the new community . 
The vets are planning a shopping center, 
plus a restaurant, a movie theater and park­ 
ing space for 500 cars. Other blueprints call 
for a park, baseball diamonds, basketball and 
trnnis courts and a swimming pool that in 
W inter will be a skating rink. 
The Veterans Land improvement company 
now has the land, the vision, the knowhow, 
and plenty of prospective buy ers. Next Spring 
ail it will need to make dreams come true 
will be building materials. 
T hat’s the bridge 
that Col. Van Orden ana his veterans can’t 
cross until they come to it. 


Department of Peace

But a departm ent that would 
luplace one of those that would be brought 
ebout by the consolidation. 
‘ Set up a Department of Peace in the 
U.S. with a Secretary of Peace, with an 
adequate staff to work that America may lead 
the thinking of our peuple and of the citi­ 
zens of the world toward the purposes of 
understanding."

Molotov Inconsistent 


In His U. N. Decisions

H 
AS MR. MOLOTOV got y ou on the 
ropes? 
Here's a quick bone-up on what he 
agreed to the past week and what, he 
doesn’t agree to this week: 
The 
past 
week 
the 
Soviet 
foreign 
m inister amazed all present at the U. N. 
Assembly in New York. 
He agreed to 
American proposals to expedite control 
of atomic energy and other superweapons, 
and further agreed that once this m a­ 
chinery ' is set up—by the U. N. Security 
Council, where the big-powrer veto re­ 
mains unimpaired—tha t the veto should 
not apply in day -to-day control. 
In a committee meeting he also agreed 
on an international troop census — in 
connection with disarm am ent — to 
be 
provided by each nation for its forces at 
home and abroad. 
Now this week the British propose 
to double-check such a troop census, 
and Mr. Molotov balks. 
Specifically , 
he opposes the inclusion of troop« at 
home in such a sy stem, and presuma­ 
bly he shies at the idea of foreign in­ 
spectors nosing about inside Russia 
under such a sy stem. 
He gives his reason when he say s: 
“We proposed that this section should 
speak not only of military personnel but 
of armaments as well.” 
While many have their doubts that 
Russia ever would submit to inspection, 
this statement at face value seems to 
mean that Mr. Molotov want« troop in­ 
spection to proceed no faster than the 
general progress of disarmament, includ­ 
ing atomic disarmament. 
Timing would be im portant because it 
must be remembered that Russia may be 
long on soldiers but is short on super­ 
weapons. 
General disarmament, there­ 
fore, is to her interest, because that would 
tend to bring her possible adversaries 
down to her level—when it happens. 
In the meantime, things move at quite 
a pace at the U. N. meeting. In the final 
week’s rush of the present session, highly 
technical and complicated m atters are 
being dealt with on more than one level. 
If Mr. Molotov’s apparent stall may be 
exaggerated at first against this back­ 
ground. it is well to remember the sur­ 
prise his earlier concessions also caused at 
first, and the fact that the Security Coun­ 
cil veto principle has been readily reaf­ 
firmed by the other big powers. 


Maybe He'd Better Discard That One

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 — J u s t i c e 
Thomas Alan Goldsborough’s handling of 
the difficult Lewis case, his analy sis of 
the national and international issues at 
stake in the nation-wide coal strike and 
the extremely heavy fines w'hich he im ­ 
posed on the recalcitrant bituminous boss 
amazed and delighted many of his former 
colleagues on Capitol Hill. 
Their surprise is due to the fact that 
the nowr famous jurist, who levied the 
heaviest financial penalty in a courtroom 
since the late Judge Landis nicked Stan­ 
dard Oil for $29,000,000 (which was never 
paid), was regarded as “small fry ” and 
a “stuffed shirt” when he served as a 
Mary land member of the House. 
He looked and acted like a statesman, 
pompous and serious, but his looks belied 
his legislative acumen and ability .

GO-ALONGER: Congressman Goldsbor- 
ough was a go-alonger, usually doing the 
bidding of the legislature leaders of the 
day and the party oosses. In fact, he ob­ 
tained his present position because of 
that trait. 
He is distinctly a small-town product, 
which may explain his judicial attitude 
in this particular case. 
He was bom at 
Denton, Md., a homely and agricultural 
ham let noted for his antique shops on the 
peninsular portion of Henry L. Mencken s 
“free state”, which is quaintly known as 
the “Eastern Sho’ ”.

tegral part of Dixie, with the same polit­ 
ical viewpoint and customs.

PROSECUTOR: He got his academic ed­

But his chief enemy and prospective 
victim in the struggle was Senator Mil­ 
lard E. Ty dings of Mary land, largely be­ 
cause he was the Administration’s most 
able foeman on Capitol Hill.

The Worry Clinic

HARLOW G., 27, is a y oung lawy er 
with one child. 
“I have heard y ou urge people to have 
at least two y oungsters,” he began, “and 
I heartily agree with y ou, for I can see 
how we have already spoiled our boy . 
“But it is a serious problem to support 
children in this modern age. 
Take me, 
for example. 
As a y oung attorney , I can 
hardly make ends meet. 
We are beset 
by money worries. 
My wife and I come 
of good American stock, 
and are in­ 
telligent people. 
“But we simply cannot afford extra 
children. 
Yet in this very city there are 
thousands of feebleminded families that 
are breeding like rats and furnishing the 
jails or social service agencies with new 
recruits which the American middle class 
must support. 
“I sometimes wonder if our economic 
structure will not collapse. We who should 
have children cannot afford them, partly 
because we have to pay for the state or 
city medical and financial care of the in­ 
competent 
and 
shiftless. 
W hat’s 
the 
answer?” 


Jane Greer 


This is one of the most critical prob­ 
lems facing America. 
Our great middle 
class is often denied medical attention be­ 
cause it can not afford such care, y et in 
our county hospitals these same expensive 
surgeons and medical experts render free 
care to the poor and feebleminded. 
They need such attention, of course, 
but the middle class deserves it even more. 
In Sparta, the weak and sickly didn't sur­ 
vive. because the struggle for life was too 
severe for the unfit. 
But in America today the unfit are 
diligently supported, nursed to adulthood 
where they can reproduce, and alway s at 
the expense of the fit, who in turn can 
hardly afford to have families of their 
own. 
Because the unfit don’t have to worry 
about their future, they continue to breed, 
with families that run from five to ten 
children. The average family in the mid­ 
dle classes is less than two children. And 
among the college graduates it is less than 
one child per couple. 
In short, we are penalizing those who 
work and are self-supporting, by making 
them carry the load cf the less equipped 
members of our population. 
We are reversing the virile and age- 
old law of the survival of the fittest. In ­ 
stead, we are encouraging the survival of 
the unfit, and rapidly causing extinction 
of our sturdy , intelligent stock. 
How can we overcome such a dangerous 
trend in American life? 
By deliberately 
urging bigger families among the middle 
class. 
This means, of course, reduction 
in their standard ot living or else some 
means of increasing their wage level, or 
family income. 
Perhaps a revision of our income tax 
laws, for instance, could offe~ greater 
assistance to those who have children. In ­ 
stead of granting only $500 
exemption 
per child, we should double or treble that 
amount, so that in this m anner we could 
partly subsidize bigger and better families 
of the good stock. 
Such a revision would especially bene­ 
fit the middle class where the small sal­ 
aried persons are found. A $1000 exemp­ 
tion on each child would make the average 
salaried worker tax free if he had two 
or three y oungsters. 
It would even be good military strategy , 
too. for unless we have intelligent, healthy 
boy s, we cannot man our Army or Navy . 
The children of jur relief families are 
too often screened out by psy chological 
and medical examinations so they can’t 
get into military service. 
It is psy chological cruelty to bring up 
an only child, without brothers cr sisters, 
so borrow money , if possible, and rear at 
least t wo or three y oungsters.

AS time goes on, penicillin constantly 
widens its field of usefulness. Right now 
it seems likely that, in addition to its life- 
saving magic in heretofore fatal diseases, 
it will prove a great boon in banishing 
the host of nagging little infections which 
keep so many of us below par. 
Only a short time ago many people 
hesitated to 
take penicillin for these 
minor ailments, having heard that its use 
in this way might cause them to develop 
a tolerance which would make penicillin 
useless in the event of some later, serious 
Infection. 
Fortunately , recent research has dis­ 
proved this. Hence, today we feel free to 
use penicillin to 
clear up colds, sore 
throats, sinus infections and other such 
trouble makers, Properly employ ed under 
the direction of a phy sician it is valuable 
not only in the first stage of a cold but 
in the secondary phases when such germs 
as streptococci become intrenched, causing 
the run-down condition associated with 
colds which “hang on.” 
Drs. Richard G. S. Meadley and Harold 
P. Barnard, of England, have recommend­ 
ed that penicillin in the form of tablets 
or as a snuff be used in tlie treatm ent 
of nose and throat infections. The snuff 
is used for nasal conditions. It is made 
up of penicillin in sulfathiazole. 
It is 
kept in a small bottle, the metal lid of 
which has a hole for pouring. 
A small 
amount is poured into a piece of paper 
which is creased from corner to corner. 
The patient holds his head back and holds 
one nostril closed with his finger. 
Ths 
snuif is then tipped irom the paper into 
one nostril and the patie: t sniffs it in. 
The process is then repeated on the other 
side. 
The film of snuff-coated mucus 
secretion lining the nose is slowly carried 
by the little hair-like structures in the 
nose, called cilia, to the throat and back 
part of the tongue. 
Tests made showed that from one to 
four hours after using the snuff, penicillin 
was still present in the throat secretion. 
The snuff can be employ ed together with 
the penicillin tablets which are allowed 
to dissolve in t’ ' mouth. 
This method of treatm ent was em ­ 
ploy ed on a number of patients with nose 
and throat infection. 
It was found tha t 
the treatm ent brought quick relief from 
sy mptoms and no harmful effects of any 
kind were detecte » 
The treatm ent was used in cases of 
streptococcus infections of the tonsils, and 
rapid 
cures 
resulted. 
Patients 
with 
streptococcal throat infections were cured 
in two day s less than those who received 
other ty pes of treatm ent. The treatm ent 
was also found useful in cases of trench 
mouth. 
It would seem that this is a 
simple way of using penicillin and those 
with nose and throat infections might do 
well to employ it, oi oourse, under the 
doctor*» directions.

Zionist President 
Hits Federalization 
Of Palestine Land 
By ERNEST G. FISCHER 
BASEL, Switzerland. Dec. 9 UP) — 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann called upon 
the World Zionist Congress today 
to reject “without hesitation or re­ 
serve" federalization 
of Palestine 
and to support establishm ent there 
of a Jewish nation “side by side 
with the Arab nations.’’ 
He declared, however, that “one 
alternative” would bt a return to 
the British m andate “as it was con­ 
ceived by those who drew it up — 
a return to a period of free im­ 
migration, limited only by the ca­ 
pacity of the country.” 
In his speech 
as president open­ 
ing the 22d Congress 
the aging 
Jewish leader assailed “terrorist« ” 
in the Holy Land as “ morally ab­ 
horrent and also barren of adv an­ 
tage” in achieving Zionist goals, 
“ irresponsible groups, who ar­ 
rogate to themselv e* the right 
to involve a whole people in the 
responsibility for their undisci­ 
plined acts, are gambling with 
the J ewinh future,” he declared. 
In referring to the so-called 
Morrison plan for Palestine which 
had been proposed by the British- 
American 
ex perts, 
Dr 
Weizmann 
said: 
“We reject it both in principle 
and detail. 
In principle because 
it is neither a final solution, nor 
one which establishes the Jewish 
people in political independence.” 
The plan woukl split Palestine 
into four areas — a Jewish zone, 
an Arab zone, a Jerusalem zone 
administered by the British, and 
the Nageb or South Country, also 
British-administered. 
Some 
Jews 
have fettled in the Nageb under 
the 1940 land transfer regulations. 
Dr. Weizmann termed the plan 
as “no more than a slightly modi­ 
fied white paper,” refering to the 
document which limits present im ­ 
migration into Palestine. 
He de­ 
manded repeal of the white paper, 
and an end to “repressive emerg­ 
ency regulations, arbitrary arrests 
and detentions” in Palestine. 
He said the report of the Brit­ 
ish-American 
inquiry 
committee, 
which approved partition of Pales­ 
tine, “contains oertain specific pro­ 
posals 
which 
would 
once 
again 
breathe life 
and 
spirit into the 
m andate.” 
The 
committee 
also 
recommended immediate admission 
of 100,000 Jews into Palestine. 
He ex pressed 
gratitude to the 
American government and people 
for support given to the avowed 
goal of Zionism — establishment of 
a 
Jewish 
national 
homeland 
in 
Palestine.

At Allis-Chalmers Plant 
MILWAUKEE, Dec. 9 (/P) — A 
roaring 20-mlnute strete fight be­ 
tween 200 police officers and more, 
than 500 picket« ex ploded at the 
electric control plant of the vast 
strikebound Allis-Chalmers M anu­ 
facturing company today after a 
non-striker’s car 
was 
overturned 
a id burst into flames. 
The sheriff’s office estimated 80 
persons were arrested in the melee 
but was unable to say how many 
would be charged formally. Traffic 
was restored briefly until a rail­ 
road train passed on nearby tracks, 
when the crowd surged back toward 
the company gates. 
This latest burst of strife, m ark­ 
ing 
the 225th day of UAW-CIO 
Local 248’s strike, found a crowd 
of about 800 pickets at the firm’s 
two dozen gates when the demon­ 
stration, called bv UAW-CIO region­ 
al headquarters, began. 


Pupils Demonstrate, 
Want Football Team 
CHICAGO, Dec. 9 UP) — A stu­ 
dents’ walkout at McKinley High 
school today in support of demands 
for a football team and permission 
for girls to wear slacks in the class 
rooms ended with the school prin­ 
cipal’s promise that she would con­ 
sider demands. 
Several hundred oi the 1125 stu­ 
dents stayed away from classes and 
a crowd of youngsters milled around 
the building. 
Principal Nellie M. 
Quinn dismissed classes for the re­ 
m ainder of the day and conferred 
with a delegation of sight students. 
Following the meeting, members 
of the student group said they had 
agreed that “the strike Is off” and 
that a committee and the student 
council would draft a written list 
of “demands” which will be sub­ 
m itted to the faculty for a decision 
by Wednesday. 
Miss Quinn said she sympathized 
with some of the complaints, par­ 
ticularly that concerning lack of a 
school football team, but was firm 
regarding other practices object­ 
ed to. 
Protests voiced by students also 
were against searching of sturents' 
lockers by teachers; confiscation of 
objectionable

girls’ purses and boys’ pockets; and 
inadequate gymnasium facilities.
